tis great and acceptable duty, and the ſtrong 
obligations to the conſtant and due performance 


of it, have been ſo ſeldom, and ſo flightly conli- 
dered, that many have been apt to entertain very 
mean. and unworthy notions and conceptions of 
it, and to eſteem and look upon it, as no uſeful, 
editying, or neceſſary part of divine worſhip, and 
that the uſe of inſtrumental muſick therein, /et: 
pecially under the Chriſtian or Goſpel Diſpen- 
lation) bath no divine fanction or authority, but 
is merely humane, and conſequently, is an un- 
neceſſary (if not a ſinſul) addition to the chriſtian 
worſhip, which above all others, ought to be 
truly pure and ſpiritual, ſince they who worſhip 
God, muſt now worſhip him in ſpirit and truth. 
But that skilful ſinging with tongue and voice, 
and the uſe of Inſtruments of muſick, in the pub- 
lick worſhip and fervice of Almighty God, is of 
divine ſanction and authority, is evidently. teſti · 
fied in the text, and ſeveral other places of holy 
ſcripture; for when we are here called upon, to 
ſing aloud unto God our ſtrength, and take the 
plalm ; this evidently ſhews, that vocal muſick, 
or skilful ſinging with tongue and voice, is one 
ſubſtantial part of God's divine and holy worſhip 
and ſervice: And when we are called upon, to 
bring the timbrel, the pleaſant harp, and the 
pfaltery, and blow up the trumpet in the new 
moon, and upon the ſolemn feaſt day. This 
juſtifies the ule of all kinds of inſtruments of 
muſick, in ſinging pſalms and ſongs of praiſe 
and thankſgiving, unto the moſt high God; and 
when it: is {aid, for this was made a Statute in 
140 and a Law 4 the God of Facob; this

proves, both vocal and inſtrumental muſi >, in 
God's divine and holy worſhip and ſervice, to 
be of divine inſtitution and authority. 
In order therefore to inform the ignorant, 5 
fix in mens hearts and minds, a juſk and due e- 
ſteem and veneration, for this noble and excel. 
tent part of God's divine and holy worſhip and 
ſervice, and remove all unreaſonable evil, and 
ſelt- willy prejudices againſt it, 1 ſhall 


Firſt, offer fome arguments, to prove and ſhew, 
that vocal muſick, or skilful ſinging, with tongue 
and voice, is, and always ought to be, one ſub- 
ſtantial part, of God's divine and holy Weir and 
RIvice. 

Secondly, Shew, chat as the uſe of infiruments

mighty God. And, 

Firſt, That vocal muſick, or dkilful ſ inging, 
with tongue and voice, is, and always ought to 
be, one ſubſtantial part of God's divine and holy 


wiorſhip and ſervice, may be ſtrongly inferred, 


from his divine and poſitive inſtitution, of the 
holy ſabbath ; or bleſſing and lanctifying the ſe- 
venth day, immediately aftet he had in ſix days, 


dor the firſt beginning of the ſeventh day,) Gen, ii. 
2. finiſhed the ſtupendious and mighty work of 
the creation of the World out of nothing; which 
bleſſing and ſanctify ing of the ſeventh day, could 
not be, with any intention or vicw, to add the 


teaſt mite, to God's infinite eternal, and eſſential 


beatitude and glory, which nothing can add to, 
or diminiſh from; but muſt chiefly, (if not only) 


have reſpect unto, his intelligent creatures, angels 
and men, to the end they might thereby, have 
frequent and repeated notices and memorials, of 
thoſe great and abundant benefits and bleſſings, 
which | in their wondettul creation, and DE 
nature, they had received from God alone, and 


from no other; and in a more ſolemn, and an 


eſpecial manner, offer up unto God, chat truly 
holy and acceptable ſacrifice of praiſe and thanki- 
giving, which was continually due unto him from 
them. And therefore, when we are told i in Job, 
xxxvili. 7. That af the finiſhing of the great and 
mighty work of the creation, the morning ſtars 
ſong together, and the ſons of God ſhouted for 
Joy. This is a plain intimation, or rather a po- 


litive allertion, that that very ſeventh * on 
Which 


F _ 
which God ended the great and mighty work of 
the creation, and on which he reſted, and which 
he bleſſed, was by the angels, or fons of God, 
kept truly ſacted and holy, with the moſt divine 
and heavenly, ſweet and raviſhing ſongs, and hal- 
lelujahs of praiſe and thankſgiving. ye, 

And tho' after the fall of man, God's divine 
and holy worthip and ſervice, did not wholly 
conſiſt, in adoration, praiſe and thankſgiving, . 
as in a ſtate of innocency and ſreedom from fin, 
(the abſtaining from the forbidden fruit, being 
rather a precept of obedience than worſhip) but 
prayer and ſupplication againſt temptation and 
ſin, and deprecation of judgment and vengeance 
due to ſin, became immediately and highly ne- 
ceſſary; yet ſince immediately after the fall of 
man, God gave unto him that gracious promiſe, 
That the ſeed (as in the Hebrew, or according 
to the Thargum or Chaldee bible, the ancient 
tranſlation of Jeruſalem,) the ſon of the woman 
ſhould bruiſe the ſerpent's head; f and tho' the 
death of the body could not be prevented or a- 
voided, yet ſince in this promiſe, (if it was not 
man's own fault and failure,) a fure and certain 
remedy was provided, againſt the eternal death of 


+ The Hebrew word Zeraun, tranſlated ſeed, is a noun col - 


lective, and in the ſingular number frequently ſignifies multitude, or 


many, as Gen. xlix. 6. Job. v. 25. and ſometimes one individual 
perſon only, as Gen. iv.

che ſoul, and everlaſting life, felicity, 9 glory 
Deu adoration, Praile, and thankſgiving, (e- 
ven in a ſtate of fin and guilt) and conſequently 
vocal muſick, or skilful ſinging with tongue and 
voice, muſt be one neceſſary and ſubſtantial part 
of God's divine and holy worſhip and ſervice. 
And this, ſo much the more, as redemption 
and deliverance from damnation and eternal 
_ death, falvation and eternal life, are far greater 
bleſſings to * mankind, than either their creation 
or preſervation, | of which adoration, praiſe and 
thankſgiving, as vocal muſick, or skilful ſinging 
with tongue and voice, is moſt aptly and ſtrongly 
exp preſſive; and conſidering the more than ordi- 
nary excellencies and perfections, of wildom and 
| knowledge, mind and ſpirit, tongue and voice, 
with which Adam was {till certainly endowed, 
muſt therefore be performed by him, in a truely 
muſical, skilful, and harmonious manner; eſpe- 
clally if to this be added, F that mankind, was 
then, more than at any other time, under a pure 
and p erfect theocracy, or the immediate direction 
of God himſelf ; who frequently communicated 
his mind and ill unto them by words and ſpeeches. 
From whence it is highly probable, that when Gad 
gave to Adam the gracious promiſe,. that the ſeed

therefore his preſervation, or continuance of life afterwards, was the 
effect of his redemption and ſalvation by Jeſus Chriſt, the promiſed

4 aſſurance that Gad would accept any worſhip or 
ſervice from him; unleſs God had at the ſame time 
5 more fully ee, and made known unto him, 
1 what kind of perſon this ſeed of the woman was 
1 to be, how, and and by what means he was to 
deliver mankind from damnation and eternal 
death; and given him inſtruftions concerning 
his own divine worſhip and ſervice, and how, 
and in what manner, the ſeventh or ſabbath day 
was to be ſanctified and kept holy; and what ſa- 
c.rifices and offerings, in conſequence of this 
promiſe, God required of him. 
For as ſacrifices were not a moral, but a po- 
ſitive part of divine worſhip, (and yet no poſitive 
part of divine worſhip can be acceptable unto 
God, but what he himſelf hath inſtituted and 
| appointed; and Abel's ſacrifice, was ſtill accepted) 
this is a ſtrong preſumption, (if not an evident 
proof) that ſacrifices (even from the fall of man) 
yere ' of diving ment and Inftication, 


> Beſides the difforencs of PUT and unclean beaſts 3 Noah's 
time, as ſacrifices were as truly prefiguratively, and ty picaly uſeful, 
before, as under the law ; and were not offered up unto God, as 
© in themſelves ſufficient to take away fin, but as thankful and pre- 
figurative, or typical repreſentations of the one full and perfect ſa- 
 crifice for ſin in the death of Chrift ; no doubt, Adam by God's own 
appointment, offered ſuch ſacrifices, and by faith in the on 


Saviour called his wife's name Hewah, or l ; ns (A n — 
n or, 1 in Chriſt, 
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as . as ſanctifying and keeping hol y, the 


| ſeyenth or ſabbath day: Which er, tho 
they were offered up unto 'God, with ſuppli- 
cation and prayer, that they might de accepted 
of him in the promiſed Redeemer; yet in con- 
fidence in this promiſe, that they would be ſo 
accepted, if offered up in faith therein, and with 
ſincerity and true devotion, they were alſo cer- 


tainly offered up unto God, with adoration, 


_ praiſe, and thankſgiving ; and conſequently, with 
vocal muſick, or skilful and harmonious finging 
Vin tongue and voice. 
 Gop alſo at the ſame time, eſpecially mani - 
feſting himſelf, by ſome viſible appcarance, of his 
divine majeſty and glory, as he afterwards fre- 
quently did, both before and under the law; 


and which manifeſtation. of the divine majeſty 


and glory, I am apt to think, was one thing in- 
tended by that preſence of the Lord, from which 
2 hid himſelf, and from which Cain went 
Out. 

Now if from what hath been ſaid; we . 
very ſtrong and weighty reaſons to coneluie, that 
vocal mufick, or skilful and harmonious fi inging 
with tongue and voice, (even from the fall of 
man) by God's own divine appointment and in- 
ſtiiution, was one ſubſtantial part of his divine 


and holy OP and ſervice, we need not doubt,

but it was ſo received and practiſcd by all the 
patriarchs and holy men, from Adam unto Moſes, 
when the divine inſtitution of it was again re- 
newed and confirmed, an by traduction from 
Adam, in every age and nation, (even where the 
knowledge of God, * and the true religion was 
loſt and gone) and in the true church of God, 
from Adam, unto this preſent time. 
But leaving theſe curious obſervations, every 
individual creature in the great and mighty cre- 
ation, adminiſters a ſtrong and powerful argue 
ment, for the devout and religious performance, 
of this holy duty, and abundantly proves, that it 
is, and always ought to be, one ſubſtantial part 
of God's holy and publick worſhip and ſervice. 
The heavens declare God's glory, and the fir. 
mament ſheweth his handy-work ; the floods clap 
their hands together, and che trees of wood re- 
joice; the little hills are joyful together before 
the Lord, and the Vallies ſtanding thick with 
corn, do laugh and ſing. The fowls of the air, 
inſenſible from what providential and bountiful 
hand, they receive their daily ſuſtenance, do ſtill 
warble forth their melodious notes; and by ſing- 
ing among the branches, teach us, who know 
from whom we receive every good and perfect

As ſacrifices were certainly offered from the beginaing, their 
becoming univerſal in all ages and nations, cannot fo truly be at- 
tributed to any thin; as tradition; or rather, conſtant and conti- 
nònual practice and example from the beginning: Alſo when the Ha- 
thens offered a whole burnt- offering, they ſang hymns, conſiſting 
of three parts, Strophe, Antiphous, and Erode,——Galtrxchixs 

Poctical Hiſt. pag. 297. 
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1 1 0 God, the bountiful author and giver „ 
them; and with ſpiritual ſongs, hymns, anthems, 
and hall elujahs, daily to chant forth the prailes 

of him, whoſe mercy is over all his works; the 


praiſes of that great and mighty God. who i is 


cloathed with majeſty and honour, who lay eth 


the beams of his chambers in the waters, maketh' 
the clouds his chariots, and walketh upon the 
wings of the wind; whoſe dwelling is in that 
KALLISTON KAI APROSITON FOS, that 


good, glorious, and inacceſſible light, Which no 


man can approach unto, or behold, and from 
whom we men receive the greateſt, and moſt in- 


eſtimable bleſſings, in redemption from fin and 


eternal miſery, ſalvation and eternal life, thro” 
the wonderful and inexplicable myſtery, of God 
manifeſt in the fleſh ; that great and adorable my- 
ſtery of godlineſs, which angels themſelves deſire 


to look into, and underſtand, and which they 
gaze upon, with wonder and admiration; that 
great wiſdom of God in a myſtery, in which e- 


verydivine attribute, and infinite perfection, of the 
one true God, diſplays itſelf in the moſt reſplend- 


ant and amazing luſtre and glory ; and in which, 


upright juſtice, in the puniſhmenc of ſin, inflicted 


upon the Lord Chriſt Jeſus, by his death upon 
the ctols, became the moſt ſtupendious and a. 
mazing act, of infinite goodneſs and mercy, in 


the full and perfect pardon and forgiveneſs of ſin, 


 falvation and eternal life; and in which, mercy 


and truth have happily met together, and righte- 


 ouſneſs and peace, have tenderly embraced, and 
; kiſſed cach other: And there is now no condem- 
nation for them which are in Chriſi Telus, Who

walk 1 not after the fleſh,. but after the ſpirit; all 
which, when duly conſidered, cannot but be a- 
bundantly ſufficient to prove and ſhew, that vo- 
cal muſick, or skilful ſinging with tongue and 
voice, is, and always ought to be, one ſubſtan⸗ 
tial part of God's divine and holy worſhip and 
ſervice : And which brings me 

Secondly, To ſhew, that as the uſe of inficy- 
meats of muſick therein is of great antiquity, ſo it 


hath not only been highly approved of, but alſo po- 


ſitively enjoined and commanded by God himſelf. 
That the ſong which Moſes and the children 
of Jßrael tang unto God for their deliverance from 
the Egyptians at the Red-Sea, was a part of God's 
divine and holy worſhip and ſervice, and that in- 
ſtruments of muſick were uſed cherein, is not to 
be denied or diſputed. Now Moſes being in an high 
degree a man of God and Myriam his ſiſter a 
propheteſs, it cannot be ſuppoſed, or imagined 
that they herein ated by their own particular will 
and humour, but either by the expreſs and poſi. 
tive command of God himſelf, or by his divine 
impulſe and inſpiration. 

If by a divine command, then the aſe of in- 
ſtruments of muſick, in God's divine and holy 
worſhip and ſervice, muſt, (at that time eſpecially) 
be of divine fanction and authority. 

However, that with reſpect to vocal muſick or 
ſinging with tongue and voice, they acted herein, 
by divine impulſe and inſpiration, (which is al- 
mot, if not altogether equal to God's expreſs and 
poſitive command, (is evident, from their ſong 
of praiſe and thankigiving itſelf; the ſublime and 
lofty, the energetick, and moving figures and 
= expreſſions of ir, being manifeſtly above all hu- 
| man 
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man art and compoſure ; and which, could 1 ne- 


ver have procceded, out of rhe 22 55 or mouth 
of man, if the holy ſpirit of God, had not been 


the firſt compoſer and enditer of it. 


And if Moſes and Myriam, in compoſing and 
ſinging this divine and heavenly ſong of praiſe 
and thankſgiving, were acted by divine impulle 
and inſpiration ; it will be hard to prove, that 


in the uſe of inſtruments of muſick therein, they 


were not acted by divine impulſe and inſpiration 
alſo ; unleſs it be confeſſed, they did ſo, becauſe 
inſtruments of muſick, had long before been 
malle uſe of, in God's divine and holy worſhip 
and ſervice, and highly approved of, if not ex- 
preſsly commanded by God himſelf: Since no- 
thing can be more abſurd and ridiculous, than to 
conceive or imagine, they would herein act any 
thing, for which they had not a poſitive command, 
or a divine impulſe from God himſelf; or which, 
they were not well convinced, would he highly 
well- pleaſing and acceptable to him. 

But after all, that the uſe of Inſtruments of 
muſick, in divine worſhip, was far more ancient, 
than the deliverance of the children of 1/rael from 
the Egyptians at the Red- Sea; (even from the 
time ot Jubel, the ſon of Lamect, the ſeventh 
from Adam,) is bighly probable. = 

The only difficulty is, whether 7ubal invented 
the harp and organ, for a ſacred or a profane 
ule; it for a ſacred and holy uſe, then inſtru- 
mental. muſick, in God's divine and holy wor- 
{hip and ſervice, muſt be as old as the invention 
of the harp and organ themſelves. 
Nor will it be of any weight to alledge, that 
Jubal Was of the curſed ſeed of Cain, unleſs ic

n 
could be proved, (as it cannot) that the ſin of 
Cain, in flaying his brother Abel, involved his 
whole poſterity, in the ſame guilt and puniſh- 
ment with himſelf; for tho' Cain himſelf, was 
driven out from the preſence of the Lord, and 
was not permitted to approach the uſual place, 
of divine worſhip and ſacrifice, where God, by 
ſome viſible appearance, and repreſentation of 
his divine majeſty and glory, was more eſpeci- 
ally and eminently preſent, (and which preſence 
of the Lord, was ſo dreadful and terrify ing, to 
that bloody and inhuman Fratricide, that he 
duiſt not come near, or approach unto it, had 
he been permitted; and allowed ſo to do,) yet 
that it was alſo ſo with his children, will be hard 
and difficult to prove and ſhew _ — 

_ Tins could not be, through Cain and his chil- 

dren dwelling at two great a diſtance : The Land 
% Nod, (a name ſignifying miſery and diſturbance, 
and not remoteneſs or diſtance of place,) being 
caſt of Eden, and the garden where Adam 
was placed, being eaſtward in Eden; ſo that the 
children of Cain, might eaſily have, and certainly 
had, both civil ſociety, and religious communion, 
with Adam, and his other children; and conſe- 
quently, muſt worſhip God, in the ſame place, 
aud in the tame manner which Adam, and his 
other children did. And then ſince no ſubſtan- 


+ As that Angels and spirits ſhowd take unto them wives of tbe 


daugl ters of men, and thereby have children born unto them, is 
contrary both to ſound divinity and philoſophy, it is highly pro- 
bable, by the ſons of God, mentioned Gen. vi.

- With tongue and voice, certainly was. TY 
And if the harp and organ, were invented for 
a ſacred and holy uſe, it is higbly probable, the 
inyenter of them, was either ated by a divine 
ſpirit, (as Begaleel and Abolzeb, in making and 
forming the Tahernacle,) or invented them, in 
imitation, of {ſuch like harmonious, and melodi- 
ous ſounds and tunes, uſually heard, and formed 
by the miniſtry of angels, at God's divine and 
holy worſhip and ſervice ; as by the like miniſtry 
of angels at the giving of the law, the voice of 

the trumpet, was heard exceeding loud from the

-+ There are here. two things to be obſerved and noted, 1. That 
the overflowing Iniquity which brought the deluge upon the old 
world, did not begin, before men were multiplied upon the earth,

that the firſt time inſtruments of muſick were 


uſed, in God's divine and holy worſhip and ſer- 
vice, was at the deliverance of the children of 
Jfrael from the Egyptians at the Red- Sea; am no 


account being given when they were firſt uſed in 


divine worſhip, and yet actually were uſed therein, 


by Moſes the ſervant of the God, and Myriam the 


propheteſs: This is aſtrong and concluſive argu- 


ment, they were by divine allowance and appro- 
bation, (if not by divine command) ſo uſed by 
the church and people of God, from Noab's come 


ing out of the ark, after the flood, until Moſes, 
and by the like argument and conſequence, be- 
fore the flood, from the firſt invention of the harp 
and organ by Jubal, the ſon of Lamech. 
But however, that to chant forth, and ſing the 


praiſes of the Lord, after a devout and skilful man- 


ner, and praiſe him upon ſweet, and melodious 
inſtruments of muſick, hath been highly approved 
of by God, is abundantly teſtified unto, by his

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immorrality and praftical wickedneſs, by which the earth was fill- 
ed with violence; and who therefore are called Rephaim, giants ; 
Emim, terrible; Hanchim, proud; Cibborim, and Nephilim, mighty 


tyrants and oppreſſors; Zamzummim, miſchievous and evil-minded 


ſons of Hazapah, or blood.

The bringing up of the ark from Kzrethje- 


arim, was certainly one of the higheſt acts of di- 
vine worſhip and religion ; and yet we are told, 
that David and all he houſe of 1jrael, then 
played before the Lord on all manner of inſtru- 
ments made of fir wood, even on herps, and on 
| pſalteries, and on timbrels, and cornets, and on 
' cymbals, and brought up the ark of the Lord with 

ſhouting, and the {ound of the trumpet ; and that 
on that day, David delivered this pialm, for to 
thank the Lord, unto jab, the chief mulician, 


and his brethren; O give thanks unto the Lord, 


and call upon his name, make known his deeds 
among the people; and appointed Zachariab and 
his brethren, with pſalteries and with harps 3 and 
Beniab and Jahazielthe prieſts, with trumpets, to 
miniſter before the Lord, and to record, and to 
thank, and to praiſe the Lord God of Iſrael. 


And i in God's divine and holy worſhip and for- 
vice, to take the palm, and bring the timbre], the 


_ Pleaſant harp, and the pſaltery, and blow up the 


trumpet upon the ſolemn feaſt day, the text tells 
us, was made a ſtatute in Iſrael, and a law of

ſick in God's divine and holy worſhip and ſervice, 
Was highly well- pleaſing and acceptable to him. 
But if conſidered, as having reſpect to the evan» 

gelick, or goſpel diſpenſation, as well as the /egal/ ! 
or Moſaic ; and which may be juſtly concluded 
from the 18th verſe, Thou haſt aſcended up on

law in our hearts, maketh us mindtul of our duty 


to him, and cauſeth us, thankfully to remember

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"Ip endureth for ever; it adds zcal and feryour to our 
devotions, and life and vigour in adreſſes to the

much ſooner ſaid than proved, ſince (as hath been ſhewn) 


it is highly probable, inſtrumentsof muſick wereuſed, 
in God's divine and holy worſhip and ſerviee, even 
from the firſt invention of the harp and organ, by 


Jubal the ſon of Lamech; and ſince it will alſo be hard 


to prove it typical or ceremonial either in its inſtitu- 


tion or uſes 3 but that on the eontrary, by being made 
a ſtatute in Mrael, and a law of the God of Jacob, purely 
to ſhew forth his glory and his praiſe, and to give 


thanks unto his name; it muſt have an equal, and as 
obligatory 4 rel; ſpect, unto the chriftian church and

wor ſhip, as unto the jewiſh, if not more, in as much 
. as the obligation to praiſe and thankſgiving, for a
